steadily dimipishing. The sapient dedoction
of the Epecial Commissioner of the Reveunue
from the=e facts & that we are unable to trade
with forelgn nations, and that to stimulate
forelgu trade we must redoce the waves of our
laborers and diminish the amount of curreucy
now profitably emplosed in the developmant ot
our productive power. His theory ix that “*all
commetrce is in the neature of burter or ex-
chouge,” and his aomwplaint 18 that :—

“We have so ralsed the cost of all domestio
products that exehange in kKind with all forelzn
nations {6 almost imposs!Gle. The majerity of
what foreign nations Lave to sell us, a8 already
shown, we must or will have(?) Whoat foreign
nations want and we produacs, cotton and a few
other articles excepted, they van buy elsewhere
cheaper. We are, tnerefore, obliged to pay in
no small part for such forelgn pru-iucl.r:mn RH
we need or will bave, slther in the preclons
metals or, what is worse, In undualy depreclated
promises of national payment,”

The Commissioner's e xeeption of *‘cotton and

There are many points in the Commisloner's
report that T would gladly raview, bul having
addressed mysell to'n #lngle one I will loave
them for the consldera‘ion of olhers, Meane
while I congratulate the coautry that it s so
slrong, and the eurrents ol its prosperily are
0 brond, and moring with such inercasing
volume, that no official report or the wvaonrjes
of no theorist can impnir or nrrest s progress.

THE BANANA,

This fruit, thongh & native of Gininea,
whenos it was brought to Amasrion by way of
the Cavary Islands, is now not only domesti-
cated, but grows wild all over the tropioal
parta of this continent, and {4 found in abun-
dance in all the South Sea Isiands. The two
species of the fruit found in onr markets, and
oalled the larger (and ooarger kind) Plantains
and the amaller (of which there are uemmi
varieties), Bananas, are mostly brooght from
the Weat India Islands. In SpRnish-speaking
countries they ara all known by one nams,
Platanos, and in many parts of Central and
Sonth Amerioa constitate nearly the entire
subslstence of the poorer classes. The larger
and coarser gorts are oultivated in preference
to the small, tender kinds, as the plant is
much more hardy, and the froit, when cooked,
more nutritions and less oloying to the palate.
It ia hardly proper, however, to uge the term
cultivation in connection with this plant, for
the amoust of labor required in Central or
Northern South America te provide & family a
fair subsistence on plantains is not equal to
that which goes to the raising of a sihgle
bushel of potatoes in New England. In fact,
it may be questioned whether the existence of
the plantain tree, like that of the bread-fruit
or the taro of the Sandwich Islands, may not
be reckoned a curse rather than a blessing to
msnkind, fostering, as it does, habita of sloth
and idleness to which the inhabitants of warm
latitudes are only too prone.

The tree is raised from a ghoot or sucker, of
which five or six generally put ont from the
bage of thie trank of the parent tree after it
has attaiped maturity. The shrnbs and
bushes in some part of the tropical jungle not
too much ghaded are cnt away, snd the young
plant set out. It will take care of itself, and,
when once firmly reoted, grows with great
rapidity, atlaining sometimes a height of
twenty-five feet within sight or ten months.
While still young, at about the tima of flower-
ing, it is & beautifal objeot to the eye; ita long
leaves of brilliant green wave gracefully in
the breeze, and at a little distanoe its nodding,
purple-tipped blossom has a pleasing appear-
auce. Later, as the older leaves die down,
and the atiff, heavy cluster of bananas in-
oreases in pize, it has a sickly, miasmatio
look. The leaves are frequently above three
yards in length, and from a foot to & foot and
o half in width. Irom their somewhat apron-
like shape, some of the old commentators on
(ienesis have concluded that our first parents,
after their disgrace, had reconrse to this
tree for their first garments, and its botanfcal

which we have s yutural monopoly, to pay for

Were she
adequately supplicd with cuarrency. aod the
seneon should be & favorable one, her pro-
duciion of cottop, and the few other articles
excepled by the Commissioner, would more
thau double thut of 1808, and a4 other nations
must bave her cotton, tobacco, rice, and other
semi-tropical productions which they cannot
procure cl:ewhere, it veeins to me that the true
wity to stop the flow of precions metals and
Government bonds is to stimulate prodaciion
by protecting the wages of labor and avolding
any contraction of the curréney. In support of
this view, let me call attention to the fact that
we send from elghty to one hundred mitlion
dollurs abread annually for sugar. If capital-
ists will lend the planters of Florida, Loulsiana,
and Texns the means to cultivale their sugur
fields, they will produce crops that will save a
large percentage of this wvast sum Lo the
countyy.” " 2

As 1showed in the former discussion of this
subject, we bought ahout forty-five per cent, of
the entire amount of railroad iron exported by
Great Britain duriog the first ten months of
1868, The Commissioner makes nonote of such
facts as this, but finding come fortunately situ-
ated manufocturers of pig iron gullty of makin
profits almost cqual Lo those merchants’ an
bankers' aversge, he holds them up to con-
tempt and ridicule, sand wonders—yes, in an
ofticial report. sneeringly expresses hia surprise
—that they hive ot petitioned Cougress to
legislate for the redunetion of thelr profits! He

The plantain ig sn annual, dying soon after
the ripening of its fruit; and as o nnmber of
| young shoots or suckers, in various stages of

rowth, have already started about its roots,
it is immediately replaced without any inter-
feremce on the part of the ocultivator, and a
constant suocession of frmil ensnes. The
leaves of the plant are used to some extent
for thatch, though not well adapted tothe pur-
pose. The fibres of its thick trunk, often ten
or twelve inches in diameter, are wroughtiato
a very inferior kind of cordage. It grows best
in very warm and humid climetes, as it re-
guires a very large supply of moisture. At
New Orleans the plant thrives, but the season
iz rarely long enmough to admit of maturing
the fruit.

The most luxuriant and heaviest growths
of plantain the writer has ever seen were
upon the banks of the Gimayaquil river, in
Ecuador, and on the low shores of the Central
American Republics. Along the cosst of
Ecuador, and far out to sea, rafts or balsas are-
frequently met with, loaded entirely with
;ﬂu:wm of emormous size, each separate

ruit from fifteen to eighteen inches long, aund
& bunch weighing nearly a hupdred pounds,
This cargo is the sole food of the crew of the
raft during voyages of several weeks' dura-
tion. On coffee plantations the plantain-tree
is frequently cultivated in very large quanti-
ties, merely for the purpose of shading the
coffee-trees during the firet two or three years
after transplanting.

Many readers may be unaware that a very
exoellent dessert dish is made from bananas by
{rying them in a batter like apple-fritters, In
fact, in the countries where plautsius and
bananas grow they are rarely eaten raw, and
hardly cousidered as a fruit. The coarser
plantaing are rossted with their jackets on in
the ashes, and the finer kinds eutin halves
lengthwise, and fried. The Iidea iz nniversal
in all tropical countries that wine cor spirits
ghould pever be takeém immediately after
eating bananas, ander penalty of a severe fit
of colic. A common way of serving this fruit
in the Sandwich Islands is by ontting it o
slices like a cucnmber, and eating with milk
Or oream.

Among the lower ordere in Catholic coun-
tries, there is a superstitions aversion to cat-
ting with & knife the fruit of the plantain,
owing to the fancied existence within it of the
| emblems of the lLord's passion. If the frait

be cut at right angles to its longer axis, some

resemblance to & cross and other sacred em-
blems may bLe seen In the section.

| The small red varieties seen in onr markels
are only enltivated largely in those conntries
which have ready acoses to northern ports. [
have rarely seen them in Sonth or Central

Amerlea or the Pacific Islands. They grow

on smaller and lese hardy trees, produce less

abundantly, and, when cooked, have no finer
| flavor than the coarger kinda,

Bunanas will ripen perfectly on the tree, but
88 the whole buoch would ripen at the same
time, it is always cut off and bhung up in the
| shade when the upper layers of fruit have

reached their full size,

Inbuying this fruit, it should be remembered
that the npper layers have attained greater
maturity befors separation from the tree, and
they will therefore have a fiuer flavor than
the small, imperfectly developed fruit at the
lower part of the bunoh,

They will riﬁmn much more slowly in the
¢hade than when exposed to the heat and

light of the sun, but lose in delicacy of Navor.
